Praises Navy Parley. | 

The naval conference, he said, pro-| 
vided actual reduction in armament 
and strengthened the forces of peace. 

“It is an accomplishment that has 
great material advantages to all its 
participants,” he told the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, in a 
speech of welcome at the ‘opening of 
their 39th annual congress, “but 
prefer to have it judged on the far 
higher grounds of its contribution to 
ihe moral and spiritual welfare of 
our people and the world.” 

The chief executive expressed con- 
fidence that the United States would 
become a member of the World Court 
upon the solution of contentions over 
special stipulations under which the 
eountry should participate. 

He reminded the audience that 
through the Kellogg-Briand pact this 
nation “solemnly pledged ourselves not 
only to renounce war but to seek 
means for pacific settlement of all 
international differences.” 

“I do not put this duty to you 
upon a basis of self-interest,” the 
president said, “although it is inevi- 
table that the failure of civilization in 
any part of the world at once brings 
distress within our own doors. I have 
ne oceasion to emphasize this duty 
hy pointing out the horrors and degra- 
dation of war. 

No Glory in War. 

“Those who really know war,” he 
coutinued, “never glorify it. I have 
seen too much of the tragic suffer- 
ings of men, women and children, of 
the black shadows that ever rur on 
the heels of war, to wish to recall 
those scenes. I hope never to see 
them again. I know this nation can 
help to make war impossible and that 
it should so help.” 

There sre few persons who do not 
agree, Mr. Hoover said, as to the de- 
sirability and necessity of such a 
court as the World Court as an addi- 
tion to the methods of pacific settle- 
ments. 

“The contentions on this question 
rest upon the details of special stipu- 
lations under which we should join,” 
Mr. Hoover said. “It is not my pur-

A trail of stains, described as blood 
by Sheriff; Elmer Hempelman, from 
the driveway of the Price home to the 
bank of the Lemonweir river and in 
an abandoned boat found opposite the 
Price residence and leading almost to 
the back door of Wright's home, 
caused authorities to arrest the for- 
mer sheriff shortly before Price died 
at 12:25 a. m. 

Wright attempted to resist officers, 
who were compelled to use force in 
taking him to the county jail, where 
an examination revealed an artery of 
the middle finger of his right hand 
severed. He refused to tell what 
caused the injury. 

A shotgun believed by the authori- 
ties to have been the one used in the 
shooting, was found in the river today 
not far from the abandoned boat. 

A coroner's jury was impanelled 
this afternoon and after viewing the 
body adjourned until tomorrow. 

Wright, formerly known as the “boy 
sheriff,” was sentenced last Friday 
to eight months in jail on his plea 
of guilty to a federal prohibition con- 
spiracy charge. He was the principal 
government witn against Price at 
the latter's recent trial on a similar 
charge. Price was acquitted, 

Bootleg feuds and political. differ- 
ences have developed a bitter factional 
feeling which found its way into sup- 
port or condemnation of Price o1 
Wright in this county. 

One theory was that Price, as a 
militant prosecutor, was slain in re 
venge for a series of raids or to pre- 
yent. the fulfillment of his recent 
threat to “blow the lid off in Juneau, 
county.”

They ardently advocate extension 
of safeguarding as a protection of 
home industries.

When the 
indictments against Taylor were re- 
turned, Mr. Boykin declared that the 
grand’ jury had gone into scores of 
alleged misdeeds on the part of the 
city clerk, but that true bills were

In that he said: “The part of each 
of our governments in the promotion 
of world peace will be different, as 
one will never consent to become en- 
tangled in European diplomacy and

Following the annual message of 
the president general, Mrs. Lowell 
Fletcher Hobart, 6,000 delegates and 
alternates heard Mrs. Anthony Wayne 
Cook, of Cooksburg, Pa., past presi- 
dent-general, in a vigorous defense 
of the 18th amendment. Mrs. Ho- 
bart returned to the floor to assert 
that no amendment to the constitu- 
tion’ was to be “singled out for spe- 
cial attention in this congress.” 

Mrs. Cook had predicted that the 
18th amendment would never be re- 
pealed and would be more and more 
suc cessfully upheld each year. 

“T trust that no resolutions embody- 
ing any special constitutional amend- 


| ments will be brought up for econ- 


sideration,” Mrs. Hobart said. “We 
must make it definitely clear that the 
D. A. R. are not indorsing any prom- 
issory notes or performance fo accord 
with any policy into which enters 
partisanship. With perhaps as many 
shades of publie opinion upon public 
questions as will be found in any 
like number of American citizens,” 

she added, “it follows that contro- 
versial matters, political in their na- 
ture, no matter how strongly appeal- 
ing, have no place before a continental 
congress,” 

In her annual message Mrs. Ho- 
bart had sounded a warning against 
the forces of radicalism together with 
a plea to American women to refuse 
indorsement of “will o’ the wisp” doc- 
trines. 

Because the American people “are 
not swift in deteeting the falsity of 
doctrines from the legitimate teach- 
ing,” Mrs. Hobart asserted, there was 
a tendency for “great numbers of peo- 
ple to respond to fallacious doctrines 
en masse without hesitation or with- 
out waiting to weigh the  conse- 
quences,

to send their building committee to 
Atlanta to advice with the committee | 
and the architect. After a minute | 
examination of the plans and specifi- | 
cations, consuming more than 30 hours | 
cations, consuming more than 30 hours, | 
of more than 200 typewritten pages, | 
and they estimated the cost to be 70 | 
cents per cubie foot. Had the build- 
ing been constructed at their ctimate 
it would have cost the city $1,155 
350 or $100,784.90 more than it ac- 
tually cost the city. And bear in 
mind that these gentlemen are con- 
stantly engaged in construction of 
commercial buildings built for private | 
purposes, and better informed than 
any other group of people in the world. | 
Their estimates are based upon actual 
experience and not theory. Their fig- 
ures contemplate only the actual cost 
of the naked building, exclusive of 
architect’s fees or any contingent 
losses, 

“In addition to the figures abote 
quoted, the city paid the National 
Construction Company approximately 
$34,000 for delay in the following 
manner: The contract was let Au- 
gust 15, 1928, with the understanding 
that work could begin immediately. 
An examination of the soil disclosed 
that it would be necessary to construct 
concrete pilings upon the lot. before 
it would be ready for the building. 
The contractor, after moving his men 
and machinery to Atlanta, was delay- 
ed in beginning construction for three 
months and one day. In accordance 
with their contract they asked extra 
compensation for the loss they had 
suffered. I, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, feeling that I should not alone 
stand the responsibility for so impor- 
tant a decision, requested that an ar- 
bitration committee be appointed. This 
consisted of three men, one appointed 
by the city, one by the contractor, 
and these two chose one. The Na- 
tional Constructon Company claimed 
a loss of approximately $43,000 and 
the arbitrators found and the city set- 
tled for approximately $34,000. 

“The cost of the building in round 
numbers was $1,033,000, which in- 
cluded all extras, architect’s s fees, etc., 
making the cost per cubic “foot about 
62 cents, or eight cents per cubic foot 
less than the estimated cost of the

I am no builder, I have made an 
earnest study of construction during 
the two years I have served as chair- 
man of the new city hall committee, 
and have sought information from 
every possible source. My best infor- 
mation is that it is not ssible to 
construct a building of this type for 
less than 60 to SO cents per cubic 
foot, exclusive of extras and archi- 
tects fees, and when we secured a 
beautiful building of the best type of 
eonstruction for 52 cents per cubie 
foot, I felt, and I still feel genuine 
pride in the accomplishments of the 
new city hall committee. 
“Contractors throughout the country 
knew from the spring of 1928 that 
Atlanta was going to construct a new 
city hall, Actual plans were made 
in 1927. In accordance with law, the 
city of Atlanta advertised for sealed 
bids for the construction of the build- 


ing.

In the time of religious persecutions 
in Spain and Portugal, Jews had the 
alternative of being expelled or em- | 
brace Christianity.

There were some who in- 
termarried, of course, but on the whole 
they remained a distinct and separate 
people. Since the close of the war, 
and the revival of the Jewish national 
spirit in all countries, these “Mar- 
have been returning to Ju- 
daism in large numbers.

Notice I make no bones of using the 
term “medical cure” of ulcer. 
years ago I would not have dared say 
It simply wasn’t done in our 
circles—1l mean peptic 
ulcer simply wasn't cured then, at 
least not as a rule. Up to five years 
ago we better doctors (I use the edi- 
torial we humorously, you under- 
stand) we better doctors felt that we 
were giving the gastric or duodenal 
ulcer patient a very good break if we 
succeeded in keeping him off the op- 
erating table, though we were firm in 
keeping*him half starved, for we were 
obsessed’ with the fear that solid food 
would irritate and aggravate the ul- 
cer. This obsession was akin to the 
quaint medical practice of withhold- 
ing all solid food from typhoid pa- 
tients—a practice which, I believe, 
contributed to an unfavorable outcome 
in not a few cases of typhoid fever 
a generation ago. 

The surgeons, viewing this disposi- 
tion of the medical practitioners to 
deal conservatively with ulcer pa- 
tients, began to dwell with extraor- 
dinary emphasis on the sad complica- 
tions of perforation, hemorrhage and 
peritonitis, which unquestionably hap- 
pen in an occasional case of peptic 
ulcer. This agitation in the medical 
societies and the medical journals, 
brought in a few more ulcer cases for 
operation. The surgeons were still 
unsatisfied. So they went into con- 
ference, so to speak, and shall I say 
hatched, no, that sounds dishonest; 
let us say concocted, only that, too, 
is a harsh word for it: they tabu- 
lated some statistics from one of our 
great wholesale surgical emporiums 
which tended to shew that there was 
one chance in 14 that unhealed pep- 
tic ulcer may eventually develop ma- 
lignancy—that is, after several years 
cancer may occur in the site of the 
uleer. Now, then, the surgeons felici- 
tated one another, the era of 
times is dawning for us, brethren. 

The chap in Aesop's Fables who 
commandéd the sun to’ stand still, 
Mahomet bidding the mountain come 
hither, King Whatsisname undertaking 
to subdue a boisterous ocean, had no 
more success than the surgeons had 
in the endeavor to make peptie ulcer 
a surgical problem. It is true that 
an unhealed ulcer has some tendency 
to become malignant, cancerous, but 
on the happy other hand, dietary and 
medical treatment today will heal, 
cure, practically every uncomplicated 
case of peptic ulcer.

We should seek to complete them, 
not to crush them; to enlighten their 
darkness and increase their illumi- 
nating power, to dispel their ignor- 
ance and share their knowledge, They 
are Christianity’s allies, not its rivals. 
The good in all religions ought to be 
man’s common property, interactive in 
all churches, and superior to their 
creedal barriers. Christians are con- 
vinced that Jesus has an irreducible 
spiritual value for every human be- 
ing. ‘His Gospel is intended to lift 
the incubus from the mind of the 
race by its proclamation of God as the 
All Father, and the burden from the 
heart of the race by its gospel of 
eternal life for all men in Christ. 

Hence, we are impelled to preach 
that gospel to the world. But the 
exclusive temper which formerly 
characterized all religions, my own 
included, has considerably dimin- 
ished during the last half century. 
The Jerusalem Missionary conference 
held two years ago marked a new 
epoch in world evangelization and in 
the Christian attitude toward other

What is your opinion of the 
new cult called “Humanism?” Is 

it a religion? 

Humanism is really a _ reaction 
against some supernatural forms of 
religion. Its purpose is to emphasize 
human values without reference to 
the ultimate Spiritual Reality which 
we call God. Its agen _—_ a 
‘Deity is a projection of man’s imagi- 
sathie. or _ reflection of his best 
thoughts, cuts the nerve of fellowship 
between him and his Maker. - at 
communication is the essence of relig- 
ion and is substantiated by mans 


experience operating almost univer- 
sally for many centuries, — 

_ Moreover, Humanism is materialis- 
tic. It discounts the higher moral 
and spiritual values which are found 
only in personality, and in the rela- 
tions which personality alone’ estab- 
lishes. ‘Since the central fact of crea- 
tion is personality, its denial implies 
a non-intelligent and purposeless 
cosmos. Thus comes the argument 
that it is nothing more than a fortu- 
itous operation of forces directed by 
the accident of circumstances, and 
not according to any order of law. In 
spite of Humanism’s optimism, which 
is a virtue borrowed from the religion 
it professes te discard, its logie must 
inevitably lead to pessimism. In this 
connection read J, W. Krutch’s vol- 
ume,..“"The Modern Temper.” 

The Humanist, however, is better 
than his creed. Although his mechan- 
istic materialism invalidates the pro- 
foundest meanings of life and makes 
man the hopless creatyre of his en- 
vironment, the Humanist’s spirit in- 
clines him to gtress the need for 
bettering individual’and social condi- 
tions. That is altogether worthy. It 
enables men to pursue more intelli- 
gently the ways which God has pre- 
pared for them. But the Humanist 
forgets that the soul of improvement 
is within and not outside us. He 
offers an intellectual technique with- 
out a moral amic. 

That dynamic is found only in the 
religion which regards Ged as the 
ultimate Real, who graciously re- 
sponds to the human quest for fel- 
lowship with Him. Thus understood, 
Humanism is not in the strict sense 
a religion or even a religious cult. It 
is rather a type of ethical theory 
which has been ably expounded by 
the Society for Ethical Culture.

LONDON, April 14.—(UN)—Her | 
Grace the Duchéss of Leinster, wife oe 
the premier. Duke of Ireland, was | 
found guilty today of attempted sui- 
cide after telling a story of unhappi- 
ness and illicit love. 

She was remanded to Holloway pris- 
on until Saturday for a _ medical 
examination, but the magistrate in 
Lambeth police court said there was 
no possible doubt that a charge would 
be made out against her. 

The former Canadian girl, whose 
striking beauty won the heart of the | 
Duke of Leinster when she was ap-| 
pearing on the London stage, declared | 
in court that she had pretended sui- | 
cide to frighten a one-time chef who | 
was leaving her. 

And the chef, Stanley Williams, | 
frankly admitted he had been “fed | 
up” after five weeks of life with her | 
in a cheap Brixton flat. | 

The break came two weeks ago. The | 
two quarreled over a radio program. 
Williams broke the radio set —. left. 
When he returned she was beside a 
gas oven. He called police, who arrest- 
ed her. 

“You were living on her money all 
the time?” asked the duchess’ counsel, 
H. c. Dickens. 

Had Quarreled. 

“That's right,” Williams replied. He 
added they had quarreled a good deal 
and that her grace had twice at- 
tempted suicide. 

“Weren't you frightened’ that 
night?” | 

“No, there was nothing to be} 
frightened about.” 

“You don't think it’s a matter to 
be frightened about when a woman 
with whom you are living tries to kill 
herself?’ 

Williams explained he had called 
the police because he was afraid of 
the explanations he might have to 
make in case the duchess came to’ 
grief. 

He said she had tried to strangle 
herself before he left, and that he had 
tried to prevent her “Until I got fed 
up with it.” 

The duchess entered the witness box 
and admitted she had been fond of 
Williams. She denied that he had 
found her lying on the floor with her 
head near the gas oven. 

“And that he carried you to bed? 
asked Dickens. 

“Certainly not,” said the duchess. 

“You're a liar,” Williams shouted. 

Tells of Spat. 

The duchess told of the quarrel. 
Williams, she said, was “very violent” 
and left the flat about 3 a. m. saying. 
“Goodbye; all I say to you is ‘bad 
luck’.” 

She then wrote postcards, 
at suicide, merely to frighten Wil- 
liams, she testified. She had been 
unhappy a long time, she said. (Her 
husband had filed suit for divorce.) 
_ When she heard Williams returning 
she lay on the kitchenette floor but 
turned off-the gas and never lost 
consciousness, she said. She had “no 
intention ‘whatever’ of committing 
suicide. Medical experts testified they 
had found no signs of gas poisoning.
